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On Monday night, Oct. 16, at the 
regular meeting of the Volunteers 
Prof. A. C. Baugher spoke on the de- 
lay the Israelites had caused them- 
selves in entering the land of Caan- 
an, and how God’s children today are 
causing their own delay in entering 
the spiritual land of Caanan. For a 
text upon which he based his re- 
marks he used “Love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, with all thy 
mind, with all thy soul and with all 
thy strength.” The emotions the in- 
tellect or reason, the muscular 
strength, and the religious tenden- 
cies should all focus, in serving and 
loving God. 

The reason the Israelites spent 40 
years instead of 40 days circuling 
around in the' wilderness is because 
they did not keep on the straight 
road to Caanan. They became side 
tracked because they didn’t devote 
all their energies in the love of God. 
They became too carnal so they 
roamed around building altars here 
and there using them as an end in 
themselves rather than only a means 
to an end. 

This application was made to the 
present day. Many of our organiza- 
tions as the Sunday School, Christian 
Workers, Prayer Meetings and others 
are used much as the altars in the 
wilderness of sin; that is only an end 
in themselves. If they would be 
looked upon as aids in keeping us 
on the straight road to Heaven and 
hasten us in that direction we would 
not always have to be begging and 
pleading with Xian professors to 
take active part and take an interest 
in them. 

We are apt to emphasize men’s in- 
terpretations of the scripture and 
beconje formal and ceremonial and 
loose jsight of the principle s th ey 
teach.', just as the 


Adjustment t,o environment is es- 
sential for success in life in the 
planes of the physical, mental, social 
and intellectual. 

The English Sparrow and the Star- 
ling have succeeded in America be- 
cause they were able to adjust them- 
selves to their new environments into 
which they came. On the other hand 
the polar bear could not succeed or 
exist in the temperate or tropical 
zones because he could not adjust 
himself to new and strange condi- 
tions, neither could the cotton plant 
grow in a cold climate for the same 
reason. These are examples of life 
which are. failures if placed in a 
strange environment while the first 
are examples of life which succeed 
in a new environment because of 
proper adjustment. ’Some people get 
health at the seashore while others 
must go to a higher altitude for the 
same thing. 

These examples show that there is 
no control over the physical adjust- 
ment but in the planes of the mental, 
social and intellectual adjustment 
can be controlled almost absolutely. 

It is these high* r planes which 
concern a student. The environ- 
ment at school is so strange, so dif- 
ferent from the environment at home 
that students must adjust themselves 
to the new if th sv would make a 
success. If proper adjustment is not 
made by a student he is sure to be 
a failure in school. Each student 
is responsible for his own adjust- 
ment because he is endowed with 
reason, and other powers and capa- 
cities which make possible almost 
any adjustment that is needed to 
make success iu school.

The Trustees of Elizabethtown College purchased 
additional land and decided to raise the Endowment 
Fund to $500,000, and the Building Fund to $250,000. 


On Monday evening, November 
13th, 1922, Elizabethtown College 
celebrated it’s twenty-second anni- 
versary. By eight o’clock the Col- 
lege Chapel was crowded and the 
program started promptly. The spir- 
it of the evening was manifested by 
the way they sang the “College 
Song.” Elder S. H. Hertzler the 
President of the Board of Trustees 
pronounced a very fervent invoca- 
tion. President J. G. Meyer, then de- 
livered the address of welcome. In 
the address the President pointed 
out the great plans of Elizabethtown 
College and predicted a bright and 
prosperous future for the College. 
The Men’s Glee Club rendered the 
next number of the program. They 
sang the “Bells of Shandon” by G. 
B. Nevin. This was the first ap- 
pearance of the organization on the 
“Hill” this year, and by the hearty 
applause we are certain that the 
“boys” made a very favorable im- 
pression. This number of the pro- 
gram was followed by a reading by 
Miss Phebe Longenecker. She read 
“The Happy Prince”, which was 
thoroughly enjoyed by everybody. 
The Ladies’ Glee Club then rendered 
one of their favorite selections, “One 
Sweetly Solemn Thought” by R. S. 
Ambrose. 

Dr. Jj H. Ivelley, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Pennsylvania State Edu- 
cation Association gave the address 
of the evening. He had chosen for 
his subject “The Educational Out- 
look.” 

He gave a very able and logical 
discourse. And set forth very clejir- 
"ly , ‘ rriut Tfbough Tfie~ present " educa- 
tional department, education is mak- 
ing great strides in the State of 
Pennsylvania. We are in the mid»t 
of a wonderful movement, a great 
educational awakening, a part of 
social progress which goes by leaps 
and bounds.” In conclusion he paid 
a high tribute to the rapid progress 
of Elizabethtown College, and the 
ideals for which she stands. We all 
feel honored that we were able to 
obtain a man of this calibre to cele- 
brate our twenty-second anniversary. 

The Mixed Chorus then rendered 
the “Awakening Chorus” by Chas. H. 
Gabriel. This was the first time the 
Chorus appeared this year and from 
this initial performance we all may 
look forward to some good music 
this year. 

Rev. G. N. Falkenstein the first 
acting president, pronounced the 
benediction. 


The Trustees of Elizabethtown 
College held a very improtant meet- 
ing in the reception room at the 
College on Monday, November 6. 
Ten of the twelve Trustees were pre- 
sent. Elders I. W. Taylor and H. B. 
Yoder were absent on account of 
sickness. The Trustees are deeply 
interested in the expansion and de- 
velopment of Elizabethtown College. 
One of the important problems is 
the financial problem. After con- 
siderable careful discussion the 
Trustees unanimously decided to in- 
crease the productive Endowment 
Fund to $500,000 and the Building 
Fund to $250,000. This campaign is 
to be a continuation of the former 
campaign and is to be started soon. 

At the recommendation of the 
Alumni Committee the Trustees de- 
cided to purchase twenty-two acres 
and twentydive perches of land bor- 
dering the College campus on the 
east. The field will be purchased 
with funds from the Alumni Fund. 
The Alumni are interested in develop- 
ing this site under the direction of 
the Trustees in the future expansion 
of the College.

The College lake will be lo- 
cated at the east end of the new 
tract where the stream flows through 
the tract. The Alumni Association is 
taking a keen interest in the de- 
velopment of this entire new tract. 
We may hope for big things when- 
ever the Alumni of an Institution be- 
come sufficiently interested in a pro- 
ject.

But the living buds are there, 
With folded flower and foliage. 

To sprout in a kinder air.” 

What does this mean to me? It 
means that just as there is a spring- 
time, summer, autumn and winter of 
the year, so is there a springtime, 
summer, autumn and winter in man’s 
life. The period of childhood cor- 
responds to spring, young manhood 
and womanhood represents the sum- 
mer, and the mature period' of life, 
the time of real service, corresponds 
to autumn. 

The autumn of the year should re- 
mind us of the autumn of life. The 
time when you and I shall prepare 


been doing in the summer. To some 
folks this is a time of dull and dreary 
days because those little songsters 
have flown.

Let us be caret il lest we always 
have our face turned to the dark 
side. Let us try the plan of the 
girl who planted a rose-hush besides 
a high old stone wall.

She became 
discouraged and was about to leave 
it in despair when she happened to 
walk around to the other side of the 
wall. There she found a stem full 
of beautiful roses. What was wrong? 
She had always been looking on one 
side and almost missed the beauty. 
Let us look on the other side when 
the birds fly south and does it not 
fill us with wonder to se^ how God 
has provided for the birds' protec- 
tion. What is more wonderful than 
the way God has caused the birds to 
migrate to the southland where they 
can he safe and happy with their 
fellows? No one can explain how 
the birds know when and where to 
go except that God has put that in-' 
stinct in them. And it is every 
autumn that we se this wonderful 
work of His. William Cullen Bryant 
put this thought of God’s protection 
into four lines when he wrote, “To 
a Waterfowl’ and said, 

“He who, from zone to zone, 

-Guides through the boundless sky 
thy certain flight, 

In the long way that I must tread 
alone, 

Will lead my steps aright." 

When we see how the animals on 
the farm get heavier coats to keep 
them warm over winter doesn’t it 
remind us of God’s protection? Or 
when we remember how the crea- 
tures of the fields and woods and 
mountains are cared for doesn’t it 
call to mind this same thought? 

Some folks think of autumn as 
the melancholy days that come, the 
saddest of the year.” But to me 
autumn means inspiration. Helen 
Hunt Jackson has left us the inspira- 
tion of autumn in these few lines. 
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to sleep, and rest only waiting for 
the springtime, the resurrection. The 
time when we shall awaken and truly 
bloom and live in that more, abund- 
ant life of which we read. This/ 
should fill us with pleasure instead 
of sadness. We should he glad for 
the autumn to remind us, so that we, 
like the flowers, may prepare for the 
winter and after that the resurrec- 
tion.

The two main causes that stir up 
the thinking of the young people of 
this time are (l)the women’s move- 
ments and (2) the world war. The 
social conditions which exist in the 
cities and especially in the schools 
are startling and it is believed if 
the people would know more of social 
relations it would greatly dim nish 
the many existing conditions. In the 
past it was thought to be shameful 
to tell the young people of the soc’al 
relations but the time has come wh n 
they should be told even in the 
schools if it is neglected in the 
home. Much of the trouble is caus- 
ed by bad books of fiction and pict r- 
es and to better these conditions 
good fiction, good pictures and edu- 
cation along these lines is very neo- 
essary.

(continued from first page) 
other occupants of the room were 
the above-mentioned Mr. Ziegler and 
Jesse Bechtel. The sharp ears of the 
latter picked up a slight hammering 
sound from the direction of the hen- 
nery, (Oh, so quietly) and then 
heard strangled screaming that fowls 
make when a human hand is placed 
gently around their throats.

King Ziegler be awarded the leather 
medal for his bravery and prompt- 
ness in time of adversity. 


It was the privilege of quite a few 
students to attend an illustrated lec- 
ture in the Lutheran cfhurch on Fri- 
day evening, November 24. The lec- 
ture was given by Rev. C. L. Fry of 
Philadelphia, who is well known 
tliruout the United States for his 
work in the pulpif as well as on the 
lectuire platform. 

The subject of the lecture was 
“Why the Vast Difference Between 
North and South America? What 
had the Protestant Reformation to 
Do With It? 

Rtev. Fry opened the services of 
the evening by having the fifty-fifth 
chapter of Isaiah read. He then very 
impressively told the audience how 
much they ought to apreciate that 
we are privileged to live in a coun- 
try with the Stars and Stripes wav- 
ing over her and that permits free- 
dom of worship, and recognizes the 
Bible as the Book of Books. 

The first part of his lecture con- 
sisted of slides showing the stand 
that Martin Luther took and the dif- 
ficulties and hardships he had to en- 
dure before the Protestant Church 
was established. 

In the second part of his lecture 
he presented slides howing condi- 
tions as they exist in South America. 
This country is almost entirely Ro- 
man Catholic. The students who at- 
tend colleges in South America are 
practically all atheists. A recent 
survey has been made which reveals 
that of all the colleges existing in 
South America only one per cent of 
the students profess to believe that 
there is a God. At present the mis- 
sionaries live in rented buildings but 
soon they expect to have their own 
buildings built by a fund that is be- 
ing raised in the North American 
Lutheran Churches. All the hospit- 
als are under Roman Catholic rule 
and every patient that is required to 
enter must become a Roman Catholic 
before they are allowed to go home 
or they will be shot to death or left 
to suffer until death takes place. 
This shows the need of Christian 
institutions of learning and for tak- 
ing care, of the sick. 

The last part of the lecture was 
given over entirely to the scenery of 
South America. The country is real- 
ly beautiful. It is surprising to note 
how many of the people are forced 
to live. In South America there are 
only two classes of people. The rich 
and the poor. The poor people do all 
the labor. Some of their labor is 
worse than any North American slave 
was ever forced to endure. 

The South American people have a 
strong aesthetic taste. Their cities 
are laid out very systematically. 
Their prominent buildings are artis- 
tically decorated with statuary and 
mosaic decorations. The mosaic dec- 
orations were as beautiful as many 
of those found in prominent Euro- 
pean buildings. The business streets 
looked like Parisian streets or Wall 
Street, New York City. 

The deplorable fact of conditions 
in South America is the great amount 
of illiteracy and unchristian condi- 
tions that exist there. If Christian- 
ity would gain a foot hold in South 
America it would be as popular and 
as rich as its neighbor North Ameri-

How would one become a musician, 
r- r, public speaker? What is pro- 
cess from beginner to accomplished 
a. tist? 

I think becoming a Saint is a 
matter of attitude, inclination. First 
step in becoming a musician is not 
the ability to play different selec- 
tions but the inclination to be 
teachable and to practice. The 
early Christians were called people 
of the way. They were people of a 
certain way, certain in manner of 
living, a certain inclination. First 
thing that struck onlooker was the 
posture of their lives. They were 
inclined toward God. Paul wrote 
encouraging letters to the churches. 
Their members were Saints in the 
making. The Christian Church is a 
spiritual work shop- making of 
saints. 

Paul in writing to Phillipians, "all 
the saints salute thee” chiefly they 
that are of Caesar’s household. Who 
were these saints? What were their 
names. No one knows; they were 
unknown saints. 

When the Roman populace cried, 
“Christians to the lions!”, when 
Pompey turned the lions into the 
arena, when Augustus did the same 
with the panthers, the sands were 
soaked with Christian blood. Thous- 
ands of saints gave their lives. What 
were their names? No one knows. 

The Saints of today are often in 
lonely places. We all meet them 
bur. they have not been canonized — 
possibly never will be. Some there 
are wear the garb of the Sister of 
Charity, the Salvation Army cloak, 
the Deaconess bonnet or the Red 
Cross Uniform, but there is a host 
of other gingham-aproned saints , in 
the home. 

So to-day let us pause just a mo- 
ment to think of the host of saints 
that have come before us and are 
among us, of course one is not really 
a saint within the book definition 
until one is dead and has been put 
in the ecclesiastical canon, but there 
are lots of others — saints in the mak- 
ing — unknown like the Saints in 
Caesar’s household, but known in 
the household of God. 
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Medieval Church, after dedicating 
days to scores of more or less well- 
known sainjts, poslsibly because ’it 
realized the impossibility of giving 
a day to each saint chronicled in his- 
tory and possible because it wished 
to dedicate a day to well-known, les- 
serknown and unknown saints of the 
Church of God, set aside November 
1 as All Siaints Day. 

Many Saints in Calendar St. Luc- 
ian — Jan 8 to Sylvester — December 
31. In Alphabet — St Agatha to St. 
Vincent de Paul. 

Who are they? They are men and 
women, holy, godly of great moral 
force and religious purity; Christians 
in all periods of the era, more 
or less eminent; characterized by 
their piety, virtues and uprightness 
of life while living and then canon- 
ized and venerated by the Church 
militant after they have died and 
joined "triumphant”. 

But myriads of Saints are un- 
known — not listed canonically — no 
halo graces their heads in sacred 
pictures or in cathedral windows. 
They are unknown on earth but well 
known in heaven. You and I canon- 
ize more of them in the recesses of 
our inner hearts— You say, ‘my 
sainted mother, now in heaven.’ 

Old Testament term Saint applied 
to any Israelite as one of the chosen 
people of God. In New Testament 
60 times Christians are spoken of as 
“holy ones” or "saints”. Paul uses 
expression 39 times. In beginning 
of his letter to Corinthian he speaks 
of “them that are sanctified in Christ 
Jesus called to be saints”, that is, 
made holy by God’s call, which they 
obeyed when he summoned them in- 
to his kingdom. 

What is a Saint? 

Ask some one to tell you off-hand 
their idea of a Saint and they will 
almost instantly visualize a pinting, 
statue or stained glass kindow. 

Pressed for a definition you and I 
would seem to cherish an idea that 
a Saint is some individual far re- 
moved in the ethereal heights of 
goodness, whose life has reached a. 
state of almost perfection., We 1 
would think of one into whose be- 
havior has been woven all the known 
virtues and whose conduct has been 
conspicuous by the absence of every 
vice. 

Strange to say, the word “Saint” 
in scriptural bearing does not refer 
to goodness, much or little strictly 
speaking. The people whom Paul 
addressed in. h(is letters were fair 
from our standard of perfection yet 
the apostle does not hesitate to give 
them the title of saints. 

You see, Sainthood does not imply 
immediate perfection. Some very un 
finished Saints were in those church- 
es to which Paul wrote. There were 
some clumsy recruits under the ban- 
ner of the Nazarent as there were 
in the army of our own town. Raw 
recruits on their way to become good 
soldiers. Saintship does not imply 
perfection. 

Saintship in the New Testament 
is in the striving. Persons striving 
called by others sinners rather than 
saint. It is interesting to note how 
often Jesus gave preference to a 
sinner. Why this distinction and 
preference? Possibly because Christ 
found the sinner knew his condition 
and the righteous became self-righ- 
teous. For instance: 

1 . Parable of Pharisee and Pub- 
lican — went down to his house justi- 
fied. 

2. Prodigal son — younger outrag- 
eous sinper but sought pardon and 
forgiveness. Elder brother wrong 
but did not see it. 

3. Two sons — “Son go work to- 
day in my vineyard,” at first re- 
fused, but afterward repented and 
went. “Which of the two did the 
will of the father” Christ asked. 

On the answer Christ said “Verily 
I say unto you the publicans and 
harlots will go info the kingdom be- 
fore you.” 

Christ’s emphasis was on the spirit 
shown; the spirit of striving to do 
right. So Paul calls those members 
of the Church of Ephesus saints not

same thing. It is as if our torrid 
zone rotated almost twice as fast »j. 
as the parts ,of the earth near the ^ 
north and south poles. The fact 
that the sun shows this difference 
of movement proves that it is not 
solid. Awful convulsions take place 
within its fiery body. Huge erup- 
tions, like mammoth sores, break out 
on its surface. These are known as 
sun spots. The sun gets an especial- 
ly bad attack of them at intervals of 
about eleven years. They do not af- 
fect the earth to a very noticeable 
extent. However, there seems to he 
a connection between them and our 
magnetic storms. The minimum of 
sun spot activity is expected in 1924 
and the maximum in 1928-29.

two great lenses forming the object 

glass are forty-two inches in dia- 
meter and cost sixty-five thousand dol 
lars. This telescope is in an unheat- 
ed, dome-shaped building the dome 
of which can be made to revolve so 
as to bring its movable section in 
line with the telescope. The tele- 

scope too, can be swung around to 
any point between horizontal and 

perpendicular., To enable the obser- 
ver to look into it at these various

teachers. Two million American 
born children are doomed to go thru 
life handicapped. 

Over 2,000 children were not In 
school last year because they had 
no access to any school. 

This inequality exists in our own 
state. Ninety-five per cent of the 
children in our cities go to school 
while less than fifty per cent in the 
country go to school. 

One-fifth of the teachers of the na- 
tion have the educational standard 
set by the world. 7,000,000 children 
are being: taught by mere boys and 
girls. 10,000,000 children are being 
taught by teachers who had no 
training. Twenty-three per cent of 
the teachers in Kentucky never had 
more than a common school educa- 
tion.

We have not yet begun to estimate 
the importance of the teaching pro- 
fession. The cause of these condi- 
tions is due to a lack of sentiment 
and a lack of proper distribution of 
money.

(Continued from first page) 
out thru love, the door kept open to- 
ward the perishing. He abides in 
Christ who constantly keeps both 
these doors open. Neither dares to 
be shut. To close the door of Faith 
is to have the inner man grow weak 
for lack of communion; to close the 
door of Love is to have the inner 
man grow weak for lack of commun- 
ion; to close the door of Love is to 
have him grow weak for lack of 
ministry. Thus the believer is a 
channel for the Spirit who is, in fig- 
ure, a stream, as John puts it in the 
verses just read. A good channel is 
always receiving, always full, and 
always outtflowing> To be a good 
channel one needs to be constantly 
open at the point of inflow and the 
point of outflow. The Channel which 
shuts one gate ceases to be a chann- 
el, for inflow without outflow means 
stagnation; and outflow without in- 
flow means emptiness. Not realiz- 
ing that both are needed to form a 
rounded, complete life in Christ 
many have tried to divorce them and 
live one without the other. Realizing 
that apart from Christ they could do 
nothing, and seeing the need of con- 
stant communion with Him and be- 
ing conscious of the blessing and 
power of a prayer life some give 
themselves wholly to the Faith-side 
of the abiding life. They retire from 
the world with its sins and follies 
and give themselves to meditation 
and communion. But when God re- 
veals Himself to them thru the life 
of communion, instead of opening the 
door of Love and giving out spiritual 
blessings and life to ethers, they 
keep for themselves the Life which 
was given for all men. This brings 
about a morbid unnatural type of life 
like that spent in the monastery or 
hermits cell, and degenerates into 
spiritual barrenness. Christ himself 
could not live such a life, but con- 
tinually went about doing good. The 
Faith side of life is essential — we 
must realize our spiritual deadness 
and draw constantly upon His divine 
Jife, but "Faith without works is 
dead.” 

Then there are others who give 
themselves wholly to Christian ser- 
vices and activities. Their life is a 
continual round of conventional ad 
dresses and services without num- 
ber.

Scietfsts use a spectroheliograph 
to take photographs of the sun and 
its spectrum. A spectrum is a bright 
band running through the gamut of 
pure colors from the deepest red to 
the extreme violet, and crossed by 
dark lines. By comparing the line 
in the sun’s spectrum with the spec- 
tric of all the known elements here 
on the earth, astronomers have 
found out just what the sun is com- 
posed of. There are eighty-seven 
elements that are now known to 
science. Our own bodies contain 
twenty-three elements; but there Is 
not one among these twenty-three 
that is not also present in the earth. 
Our flesh and blood contain absolute- 
ly nothing that is possessed only by 
human beings. It is rather thrilling 
to know that we are made of the 
same stuff of which the most distant 
and most mighty stars are composed. 
At the present time, forty-eight ele- 
ments are known to be present in 
our sun. All except one of these, 
coronium, so called after the sun’s 
corona, are also present here on the 
earth. At the solar eclipse of 1868, 
there was detected in the spectrum 
of the gases on the sun's rim the 
presence of another element which 
had not been found on the earth. 
It was given the Greek name of 
“helium”, which means the sun. 
Only twenty-seven years later it .was 
discovered in the earth as a gas, 
locked up in certain minerals, in 
crystellim form and later in oil 
wells and natural gas. During the 
war helium was used in balloons 
because it is non-combustible. Some 
day we may discover coronium here 
on the earth. Ten years from now 
your life may be saved by it. 

The sun has a pull so powerful as 
to keep the earth from going off on 
a tangent at the orbital speed of 
nineteen miles a second. That’s a 
pretty big pull, to have been felt 
across 93,000,000 miles. Let me de- 
scribe it in another way: If this pull 
were exerted through steel wires, in- 
stead oi through an invisible force, 
these wires would have to be at- 
tached to that side of the earth to- 
ward the sun as thickly as the blades 
of grass growing on your front 
lawn- -perhaps more thickly. If you

haven’t a good lawn, 
average size, if transported to the 
sun, would weigh, two tons, and 
■would be crushed by his own weight. 
As for the sun’s heat, we think it is 
“something fierce” here on the earth 
on a hot July day. But It is 46,000 
times greater at the sun’s surface. 
There it would melt a layer of ice 
41 feet thick in one minute! Or, in 
the same time, one minute, it would 
raise from freezing point to boiling 
point a layer of water 28 feet thick. 
Of all this vast amount of heat, the 
earth and the other planets of the 
sun manage to intercept only one 
one-hundred and twenty-millionth 
part of the total! So far as we now 
know, the rest is absolutely lost in 
space. 

Compared with the sun, the moon 
is a mighty cold proposition. Its 
fires are out; its volcanoes extinct. 
The moon is “a dead one.” It 
shines only by reflecting the sun- 
light that falls on it. The moon has 
no atmosphere. Astronomers know 
this, because there is not the slight- 
est evidence of any refraction of the 
sun’s rays, no matter how closely 
they pass the moon’s surface. We 
know, therefore that human beings 
could not exist on the moon. The 
faintly-shining full sphere filling out 
the slender and bright crescent of 
the moon is reflected earth light; 
that is, it is simply light which has 
been reflected from the earth to the 
moon and back to the earth again. 
If the whole sky were packed with 
moons we should received from them 
only one-eighth of the light we get 
from the sun. The great telescopes 
bring the moon to within about two 
hundred miles of us ; so, it has 
mountains and craters and enormous 
chasms which are clearly visible. 

The sun has eight major planets 
revolving around it. In the order of 
their distance from the sun they

The Holy Spirit desires to use us 
as His channel for conveying His 
blessing to others. He desires to 
flow into our lives thru faith and out 
into other lives thru love. Thru 
faith God has all chance to work in 
us. Thru love all opportunity to 
work thru us. “Faith which worketh 
thru love,” is the way Paul puts 
in in Gal. 5:6. Faith looking hour- 
ly to Jesus, constantly receiving 
His inpouring life, as constantly 
pours it out thru love, the door 
kept open toward the perishing. He 
abides in Christ who constantly 
keeps both these doors open. Neither 
dares to be shut. To close the door 
of Faith is to have the inner man 
grow weak from lack of communion;

Thus the believer is a channel 
for the spirit, who is, in figure, a 
stream, as John puts it in the verses 
just read. A good channel is al- 
ways out, Mowing.

The channel which 
shuts one gate ceases to be a chan- 
nel, for inflow without out flow 
means stagnation; and outflow with- 
out inflow means emptiness. Not 
realizing that both are needed to 
form a rounded complete life in 
Christ — many have tried to divorce 
them and live one without the other. 
Realizing that apart from Christ they 
could do nothing, and seeing the 
need of constant communion with 
Him and being conscious of the 
blessing and power of a prayer life 
some give themselves wholly to the 
faith-side of the abiding life.

Christ himself could not live such a 
life, but continually went about do- 
ing good. The Faith side of life is 
assential — we must realize our spirit- 
ual deadness and draw constantly 
upon His divine life, but “Faith 
without works is dead.” 

Then there are others who give 
themselves wholly to Christian ser- 
vice and activities. Their life is a 
continuous round of conventional 
addresses and services without num- 
ber. Hours of prayer are an un- 
known thing, communion is a mean- 
ingless term, and the guidances of 
the Spirit and the life of trust are 
without significance. With all their 
business they lack a radical some- 
thing. There is a conscious lack of 
quickening power in service and ab- 
sence of peace and blessing in the 
lives they are living with such in- 
tensity. Works wrought in our own 
might are dead works. We must 
touch Christ before we can touch 
men. We cannot pour out to others 
what we ourselves have not receiv- 
ed. 

So in order that we might be real 
rivers of living water, it is neces- 
sary that we constantly keep open 
both ends of the channel, the one 
looking Heavenward thru com- 
munion and the other looking man- 
ward thru love and service.

(continued from first page) 
fort, the diadem of thought. By the 
aid of self-control, resolution and 
well-directed thought a man ascends. 
By the aid of animality, corruption 
and confusion of thought a man de- 
scends; therefore because of the im- 
portance of our proper thinking our 
resolutions should be posted so that 
we will confront them often thereby 
causing them to become part of our 
thought-life and eventually moulded 
into our characters for our charact- 
ers consist of nothing more than the 
complete sum of our thoughts. 

The suggesting of resolutions, to a 
groupe of College students, can he 
done only in a very general way for 
that is largely an individual matter 
to determine. We all have differ- 
ent faults and weaknesses and it is 
up to us individually to find them 
and profit by them by making those 
pitfalls serve as safe guards for the 
future. 

Probably the only one resolution 
that need be stressed upon us is the 
one suggested by Professor Schlos- 
ser when he urged us during the 
year 1923 to do our very best; to be 
thorough and exact even in details. 
This statement is not new to us; 
probably we have heard it so often 
that we do not pause to consider 
the significance of it. Yet in it are 
implied promptness, initiative, loy- 
alty, obedience, hard work and thor- 
oughness, with special emphasis on 
thoroughness; for the difference be- 
tween failure and success is doing a 
thing nearly right and doing it exact- 
ly right. Of course this may re- 
quire sacrifice, but no man, no mat- 
ter what his vocation, can attain 
genuine success without making sac- 
rifices. Nothing worth while can be 
had anywhere for nothing. The 
things we get for nothing we can- 
not thoroughly enjoy. Work and 
labor and study and sacrifice are all 
necessary to winning the kind of 
success that brings lasting satis- 
faction with it. It is, therefore, up 
to us. We are made or unmade by 
ourselves. Let us then resolve to 
put our hearts and minds into our 
work; to recognize no impediments, 
but master every circumstance, and 
finally in all our resolving may our 
chief aim be the same as those of 
the Apostle Paul, where in Phillip- 
pians 3:13-14 he says. “But this one 
thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before, 
I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.”

Parable study was introduced by Eld. S. S. Blough. Since many of 
Jesus’ parables are “parables of the kingdom,” he defined that phrase as 
meaning the asserted and realized sovereignty of God. A parable is a word- 
picture in which a well-known fact is used to illustrate a spiritual truth. 
Each parable teaches one definite truth relating to some phase of the king- 
dom. The Parables by the Sea as related in Matt. 13 and Mark 4:26-29, 
teach the following central truths: 

The Sower— The Word of God finds different kinds of reception in the 
various heart-soils into which it is sown. 

The Growing Grain— When the seed finds lodgement, it grows. 

The Tares — As the kingdom of God is in the world, so wickedness will 
also be in the world unto the end. 

The Mustard Seed — The Kingdom advances from small beginnings to 
large visible proportions. 

The Leaven — The kingdom develops from within and transi *ms that 
which it permeates. 

; The Hid Treasure — When once the great treasure is found, great ardor 

is displayed in securing it. 

The Pearl of Great Price — Deliberate search is often necessary in gain- 
ing the kingdom. 

The Net — There will be a separation of the righteous and the wicked at 
the end.

Eld. A. C. Wieand, who has taught here during several Bible Institutes 
of past years, began his work this year with a lesson on “Church Ordinances.’ 
He gave us rich messages concerning New Testament truths which are 
symbolized by ordinances. Ordinances are ceremonial performances which 
symbolize spiritual truth, and which are ordained of God and taught in the 
Scriptures. Formalism consists in having certain forms without the sub- 
stance which they embody. The way to escape formalism in the observance 
of the New Testament ordinances is to use every form for that for which it 
is intended and as implying its true meaning. There are eight New Testa- 
ment ordinances or sacraments each of which embodies a fundamental truth 
of God’s Word. They are the following: (1) Baptism — Regeneration; (2) 
Feet-Washing— loving services and cleansing; (3) The Lord’s supper — fellow- 
ship; (4) The communion — atonement; (5) The prayer veil— reverence in 
praying and prophesying on the part of women; (6) The anointing — special 
out- pouring of the Spirit that the body may be fit for the Spirit’s use; (7)

The First Epistle IGeneral of John was selected by Eld. Wieand as the 
f.vst epistle for our study because of its definite practical applications to 
the life of every Christian. The writer of this letter states his purpose in 
writing it in 1 John 5:13 — “that ye may know that ye have eternal life, and 
that ye may believe on the name of the Sbn of God.” The following eight 
tests as to whether one is a real Christian are found in the epistle: (1) Fel- 
lowship with the Father and the Son; (2) Proper attitude toward sin and 
Ihhe Sacrifice for sin; (3) Keeping God’s commandments; (4) Love of the 
brethren; (5) Not loving the world; (6) Trusting in the power of the Son of 
God and of his gospel to keep one safe from false teachers and doctrines; (7) 
Doing righteousness; (8) Having the Holy Spirit who glorifies Jesus Christ, 
helps us to overcome the world, glorifies the. Word, and fills the heart with 
love. 
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Eld. Blough, a member of the General Sunday School Board, is well 
qualified to teach on subjects pertaining to various phases o'f Sunday School 
work. He showed that the church has the supreme opportunity of provid- 
ing Christian instruction, inspiration, and training through the Sunday 
School, Christian Schools and Colleges, Christian Workers’ Meetings, Home 
Bible Classes, Missionary Instruction, and Training Schools. The aims of 
an efficient Sunday School were set forth. His lessons on “Teacher Train- 
ing with the Greatest Teacher” were very clear and practical. The three es- 
sentials of a good teacher are purpose, adequate equipment, and the proper 
rksfc of right material. Christ has given us the example of how we may at- 
tain these essentials.

Such rooms 
are always in order. Even when 
leaving a class room these students 
see that chairs and tables are ar 
ranged in their proper places. 

As we take an inventory of the 
habits of our lives let us see how 
much of the routine of our school 
life has ben reduced to habit during 
this semester and also decide where

much more vital Christ wnuld be to 
us. What we admire in our friends 
is nothing that we can see; it is 
their 'spirit. What we receive from, 
and give to our friends is spirit. If 
then friendship and fellowship are 
spiritual, why should not He “whom 
having not seen we love” be the pre- 
dominant personality in our lives? 
He has power not only to change in 
part, but to change completely, re- 
generate us; he has power to mould 
us into^the highest and best charac- 
ter that is possible to be attained; 
he is purity, kindness, unselfishness, 
perfection, and love. 

Paul expressed this law again and 
again in his epistles and he applied 
it in his life. After he met Christ on 
the Damascus road, he was a chang- 
ed man. During his entire Christian 
life he was growing more and more 
into the image of Christ because he 
habitually talked with, loved, and 
admired him. Paul’s vital Christian- 
ity was the only result we could ex- 
pect. Christlikeness is .always the 
result when Christ is a Christian’s 
best friend. Whenever there is an 
absence of the Christ influence in 
a Christian, it is an indication that 
Christ is not habitually loved, ad- 
mired, and reverenced in that life; 
for if he is, the countenance, the 
whole life will tell for Him. 

John interpreted Christ’s influence 
in the same way when he said, “He 
that sinneth knoweth not Christ,” 

He who really knows and loves 
him cannot in the presence of his 
righteousness do anything" little, or 
mean. 

The rude fishermen, John and 
Peter, gradually grew so much like 
Christ that as Acts 4:13 tells us:

Henry Drummond says, “Men are 
all mosaics of other men.’ George 
Eliot’s message to the world was 
that men and women make men and 
women. You and I have never met 
an individual upon whom we have 
not exerted an influence. We are 
never quite the same after another 
life has touched ours. So the first 
part of the law of influence is that 
life changes life. 

In the story of “The Great Stone 
Face” we find the second phase of 
this law illustrated. Ernest watch- 
ed the Stone Face and admired it 
until unconscious to himself, the 
lines on his face, and his facial ex- 
pression were the lines and the ex- 
pression of The Great Stone Face. 
All of us have seen the ■ same fact 
illustrated in life again and again. 
We do become like those whom we 
habitually love and admire. 

All of us accept this law as truth. 
We* recognize the flower God has 
given us through the channel of in- 
fluence. We realize the tremendous 
responsibility that it places upon us. 

This law is just as true in the 
spiritual sense as it is in the natural 
If we really believed it and always 
lived in the consciousness of it, how 
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that they had been with Jesus?” 
Shall we not so relate ourselves to 
Christ that He whom we have not 
seen may be more real to us, more 
vital in our personality than our 
dearest friend whom we can see? 
Then only will our lives be what they 
may be by his power.

There are flowing-down tendencies 
in our lives; the tendencies to go 
wrong. Every one must battle with 
these tendencies in the strength of 
God. Each one has his besetting sin 
which he must fight. Elisha follow- 
ed Elijah persistently and made a 
bold request after they had crossed 
the Jordan. He asked for, not an 
equal, but a double portion of Eli- 
jah’s spirit. It was promised him 
on condition that he should see his 
master at the moment he should be 
taken away. He longed for Elijah’s 
power and he stayed close by his 
master. We can’t come into places 
of power if we are .hot today and 
cold tomorrow; if we are big, good 
Christians during revival services 
and indifferent at other times. There 
is only one way to get real power — 
never take your eye off the master. 
Everybody can be good in the midst 
of revival services and when with 
others in prayer meeting, but the 
testing time comes when he is alone 
and cannot see God face to face. 
That is the time when many Christ- 
ians have gone wrong; gone out and 
made false valuation of the things 
that are worth while; gone out and 
failed to battle those downward 
tendencies. Any man or woman who 
gets a position of responsibility and 
honor and. then thinks that Christian 
training is not needed will soon be 
found floundering around the waters 
of Jordan.

“The President was an early 
riser, his sleep being light and ca- 
pricious. He was often at his desk 
at six o’clock in the morning, and 
during his first days in the White 
House, he found delight in sunrise 
visits to the camps and hospitals in 
and around the city. He was gener- 
ally unattended in these rambles, 
probably from choice, as he was 
thus enabled to mingle freely with 
the soldiers, and to make himself 
familiar with their needs and con- 
ditions. Now and again, in those 
first days, he would find time for an 
unannounced visit to one of the de- 
partments, in the discharge of some 
helpful task which he did not elect 
to entrust to others. It was an er- 
rand of this sort which, one hot 
afternoon in the early summer of 
1861, caused his unexpected appear- 
ance at the headquarters of General 
Winfield Scott. He looked the pic- 
ture of weariness and disgust, and, 
without waiting for the General to 
welcome him, he sank heavily into 
the first chair to which he came. 

“‘Keep your seat. General', said 
the President, as, with a huge ban- 
dana, he wiped the dust and mois- 
ture from his face. 

“ ‘Pardon me, Mr. President,” Gen- 
eral Scott broke in, — ‘but it is rather 
an uncommon thing for the Presi- 
dent of the United States to become 
a solicitor of pensions. When you 
have any business of that kind de- 
manding attention, send it to me, 
and my secretary here will attend 
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“ ‘Can you tell' me, 
it is that I was so long and failed, 
and you were so short and succeed- 
ed?” 

“ ‘To speak frankly, Mr. Presi- 
dent,’ said Hamilton, ‘I regret to say 
you are not known by sight in the 
pension office.’ ”

IDEAL HUSBAND

James Parton gives this interest- 
ing picture of Washington’s domes- 
tic life: 

The General and his wife lived 
happily together, but it is evident 
that, like most heiresses, she was a 
little exacting,' and it is highly prob- 
able that the great Washington was 
sometimes favored with a curtain 
lecture. The celebrated authoress, 
Miss Bremer, is our authority for 
this surmise. She relates that a 
gentleman once slept at Mount Ver- 
non in the room next to that occu- 
pied by the master and mistress of 
the mansion; and when' all the in- 
mates were in bed, and the house 
was still, he overheard, through the 
thin partition, the voice of Mrs. 
Washington. He could not but listen 
and it was a curtain-lecture which 
she was giving her lord. He had 
done something during the day which 
she thought ought to have been 
done differently, and she was giving 
him her opinion in somewhat animat- 
ed and quite decided tones. The 
great man listened in silence till she 
had done, and then, without a re- 
mark upon the subject in hand said; 
“Now, good sleep to you, my dear.” 
What an example to husbands! 
When Washington was appointed 
to command the Revolutionary Ar- 
mies, it is plain from his letters 
home that one of his greatest 'ob- 
jections to accepting the appoint- 
ment was, the “uneasiness,” as he 
termed it, that it would cause his 
wife to have him absent from home. 

General Washington was a very 
rich man; his wife was very rich, 
and her three children were heirs 
to great wealth. He had a little 
principality to govern. Besides the 
farms about his own residence on 
the Potomac, with several hundred 
slaves upon them, he possessed wild 
lands in mcst of the best locations 
then known, as well as shares in sev- 
eral incorporated companies. He 
derived au important part of his in- 
fluence from the' greatness of his 
wealth and the antiquity of his fami-

In George Wasliingtofa’s diary 
there is an interesting account of a 
day which he spent in Lancaster. 
He arrived here from York at six 
o’clock oil the evening of July 3rd, 
1791 escorted from Wright's Ferry 
by General Hand and many of the 
leading citizens of Lancaster. It 
was a rare honor for this city to en- 
tertain the President of the United 
States on the Anniversary of Ameri- 
can Independence. 

Washington wrote in his diary: 
“At Lancaster: July 4, 1791. This 

being the Anniversary of American 
Independence and being kindly re- 
quested to do it, I agreed to halt 
here this day and partake of the en- 
tertainment which was preparing for 
the celebration of it. In the fore- 
noon L walked about the town. At 
half past two I received and answer- 
ed an address from the Corporation 
and the compliments of the Clergy 
of different denominations — dined 
between 3 and 4o’clock — drank tea 
with Mrs. Hand.” 

According to Clatypoole’s Daily 
Advertiser “At three o’clock Presi- 
dent Washington and a very large 
number of citizens sat down to nn 
elegant entertainment, provided for 
the occasion, in the court house.” 
During the Revolutionary .War 
when the British entered Philadel- 
phia and Washington retired to 
Pennypacker’s Mills, thirty miles 
northwest of the city, he sent the 
following letter to Lancaster, ad- 
dressed to Colonel Henry: -

a million dollars; but it gave him 
far more personal consequence in 
the country titan ten times such a 
fortune could to-day. The rich plant- 
er then, living as he did on a wide 
domain of his own, the owner of 
those who served him, riding about 
in bis coach and six, and with no 
near neighbors to restrain, censure, 
or outshine him, was a kind of farm- 
er-prince. 

It was fortunate for Washington 
that he came to this wealth when 
his character was mature. Being a 
younger son, he was brought up iu a 
very hardy, sensible manner, on an 
enormous farm, not a fourth part of 
which was cultivated. His father 
dying when he was eleven years 
old,, he came directly under the in- 
fluence of his mother, who was a 
plain, illiterate, energetic, strong- 
willed lady, perfectly capable of con- 
ducting the affairs of a farm, and 
scorning the help offered by others. 

On another occasion General 
Washington asked her to come and 
live with him at Mount Vernon. 

“I thank you, George,” said she; 
“but I prefer being independent.” 

And so to the last she lived in 
her own plain farm-house, and super- 
intended the culture of her own 
acres, not disdaining to labor with 
her own hands. When La Fayette 
visited her he found her at work in 
her garden, with her old sun-bon- 
net on, and she came in to see him, 
saying: 

“I would not pay you so poor a 
compliment, Marquis, as to stay to 
change my dress.’'

(continued from first page) 
life. The fact remains, however, 
that diligence in study and in its al- 
lied activities is the main business 
of the student. Large universities 
are recognizing this fact. Many of 
these would congratulate themselves 
if they had the freedom from the ex- 
cesses of social pleasures which our 
college enjoys because it is devoted 
primarily to the great work of dili- 
gent study. 

Professor G. L. Montgomery of the 
English Department of the Universi- 
ty of California, faced a class of both 
sexes in that institution last month 
and declared that there were 7 ,000 
students in that university ' “who 
should be attached to the handle, of 
a pick or a frying pan." He said 
l that seventy per cent of the univer- 
I sity’s 10,000 students were more in- 
terested in dancing than in pursu- 
ing the subtleties of Shakespeare or 
Chaucer. 

The frivolity of the extremes in 
social pleasure hinders diligence in 
study; it results in .final incapacity

Elizabethtown College has recent- 
ly been placet! on the list of accredit- 
ed institutions of higher learning 
giving approved courses for commer- 
cial teachers in high schools and 
colleges. There are three schools, 
namely: Temple University, Eliza- 

bethtown College, and Indiana State 
Normal School which have received 
State recognition as accredited 
schools for giving approved courses 
td prospective commercial teachers 
of the -State. Elizabethtown College' 
is indeed fortunate in getting on this 
list of schools. The College offers 
two four-year courses in commercial 
fields. The one is a B. S. Course in 
Finance and Economics, a course on 
the cooperative plan which makes it 
possible for students to get the prac- 
tice with the theory. The other is a 
B. S. Course in Education intended 
primarily for commercial teachers.

The boy learns to 
operate one kind at school and re- 
learns to operate another when he 
enters the industrial plant. This is

We need just now- 
good management, management that 
hits the bull’s eye, that saves dollars 
and cents.

Ever since education has become 
a vital factor in the life of men ana 
women, the challenge has gone forth 
to them to make the most of it, and 
use it as a means of rising above 
their daily surroundings.

Whe never a move- 
ment is started, whether i0eUi — i5r 
national, the uneducated are swept 
along with the tide. If it is present- 
ed in a manner which is pleasing to 
them they accept it and as a result 
they never break away from their 
own ideas' and customs. They never 
think for themselves. 

Every day people are asking why 
we do not' have more great men than 
we have.’ How can man rise out of 
his little Corner if he does not aspire 
to anything higher? Browning says, 
"Ah, but a man’s reach should exceed 
his grasp or what’s a heaven for.” 
No nation has been able to rise un- 
less it has had an ideal and has 
striven hard to fulfill it. Can an in- 
dividual ever hope to rise unless he 
has an ideal. No and neither can he

mately 350 trained nurses and 150 
physicians. Instead of these num- 
bers there are actually less than 100 
active nurses and scarcely more 
than 50 practicing physicians. Our 
church is producing one nurse where 
she should have at least three, and 
one doctor where she should have 
at least three, if we were to do as 
well as the country at large. 

The call for doctors and nurses on 
the mission fields is constant and 
right well known. Those who wish 
to remain in this country and serve 
the suffering will find ample work 
to do, as there are scarcely less than 
15,000 vacancies for students and 
-graduate nurses in hospitals not 
counting the calls for service outside 
of the hospitals. But while we need 
to produce more doctors and nurses, 
their training should be only in ac-" 
credited schools. Information in the 
hands of the Hospital Committee 
shows that some of our young people 
have, for lack of guidance, chosen 
the wrong place for their training to 
their regret later. Letters from our 
doctors and nurses testify to the im- 
portance of getting started right. A 
careful investigation into the train- 
ing of 42 doctors who are members 
of the Church of the Brethren show- 
ed that 35 of them are graduates of 
Clasa_^jnedieal schools or schools 
and surroundings ; ^^tfHMH|>^^^^^y^

The people respond better than in 
any other port of our district where 
I’ve worked: Usually it is almost 
impossible to interest the women to 
stay at one thing any length of time. 
Here is a little group who have been 
coming regularly for the past two 
weeks to learn sewing and reading 
and are asking us to stay longer. 

The Bible woman has charge of. 
this part of the work and it is mov- 
ing along splendidly. 

Two influential young men (non 
Christians) of the village asked one 
to give them some Bible instruction. 

I never taught adults who were &o 
eager to learn as they are. The one 
is exceptionally bright for one of his 
class. The village teacher who is a 
Christian also comes to the Bible.
